For sll praeiic-»' pnrpoece, tbe rebellion 
awe] alavery are whaled aa mother and child 
H-uce the nrepnetevone foils of a'u ng the Con 
fs dstaies to abolish «ltvprv In order to strength 
ea tkelr arm mm and qalckea tke avmpathlee of 
Europe. To do this woul-l be like cutting off 
vraur head to cure a catarrh. For. alavery de- 
strryed, taw renellloa would be left withont 
motlv ob)ect or seimating soul. Were 
alavery abolished, the Union armies might st 
mca hs disbanded snd the war given np; for 
bs Union would recmstUute Pself without 
effort by the irrettotlhle force of common In- 
terests — of commercial snd pell leal eravlta- 
llou. Tkere are ommunltlea, conn tics, dto- 
tricts lu ths South, wherein slsvery Is weak; 
not one • if tht ever favored the r hellion 
I coerced ta do ao. No South Carolina 
itiraior at tnr time expected tbe cordial 
eo operatloa of F.tst Teanraaeo «» of W.-ateen 
Virxisto. Indeed, the Hon. Mu«cos R. H. 
Otreett, writlac from Richmond, so too* svo 
as l<C>l,tooneof thoseconsp»eators,evnreaelv 
cited tke paucity of slavrs in Western Vinrlela 
aa a mtia rcaaoa why that state could not he 
expected to keep step with the nulUQers la 
their movement for dleaniou.

Mothers, however, 
are usually pretty aensitive to ridicule, 
and horrible names are consequently grow 
ing less common; but still there is 1 
want of principle in the matter, a need of 
a nursery law to which the injudicious, 
or the weak, or the over- political may a 
a pinch appeal. Women are imaginativf 
and apt to fall under the influence of 
novels and superstition, leading to name 
like Zanoui Tompkins, and Mrphil-oehetli 
Britain : aud fathers are disposed to name 
their children not with any reference to 
their comfort, but to advertise their own 
connections, or convictions, or, 
all, admirations. 

Whether any man ever really called his 
son Acts because "be d used up the Evan- 
gelists, and wanted to compliment the 
Apostles a bit," may reasonably be doubt 
ed, but the habit of "complimenting ' the 
great by using their names is very widely 
diffused. Percy at one time became ac 
common as to be regularly admitted int 
the list of "Christian names, and Victor 
will from this year las added to that very 
limited repertoire. There must be scores 
of children by this time all ticketed Gar 
ibaldi, a process equivalent to branding a 
date on their forehead, and it is lucky for 
the next generation of girls that the Prin- 
cess's name is an old one, for if it had 
been ( esarea, or Napoleana, they would 
have borne it none the leas. So long as 
the name is generic mere uglinessdoe 
not greatly matter to the child, but 
name given from admiration is almost al 
ways peculiar, and if the original wearer 
were widely known it is difficult to inflict 
on a child a deeper injury. It puts him 
throughout bis whole life out of gear with 
his associations, dislocates the idea of the 
man from the idea of his name till the 
mere mention of him excite* a smile. If 
his career is utterly unlike that of his 
namesake there is a sense of dissonance, 
if it resembles it there is the impression 
of inferiority. Nothing could be worse 
for a rising general than to be named Na 
polron, yet the title would sound aa ridicu- 
lous if attached to a white-faced curate 

In most instances the secret idea of the 
unlucky man would be to live up to his 
name, to be Mirabeau Stubbs, the Revolu 
tionist, an idea sure to spoil his life; 
but even if it worked the other way, half 
his energy would be exhausted merely in 
getting rid of his burden. There is 
was a very respectable shoemaker in Nor 
wich, to whom his father, a free-thinker, 
like most cobblers, gave the names of 
Voltaire Paioe Smith. Smith grew up a 
meek, godly Sunday-school teacher, with 
no brains, and bis name would have proved 
a serious embarrassment to his piety, but 
that his neighbors fortunately for his re 
pute in class meeting could not pronour,ee 
it. They called him in their ignorance 
Vulture Smith, and the poor man 1 
plained, with tears in bis eyes, that he, 
best meaning of imbecile mortals, was uni 
versally believed to have earned a nick 
name by cruel usury. 

"Napoleon Price," of Bond street, we 
suspect, hss found his name worth an annu 
ity, for nobody can forget his advertise- 
ment!', from the absurd contrast between 
the ideas suggested by the conqueror s 
name and the hair oil his namesake sells, 
but in private life it must be a very 
considerable bore. There is the poor 
man who died this week so suddenly at 
the St. Pancras meeting, Mr. Washington 
Wilks. He was, we believe, a decidedly 
intelligent man, very earnest in his some 
what advanced opinions, and a very good 
speaker; but if he had been an orator be- 
yond compare he never could have lived 
down his name. Somehow the t rebel re- 
lation called up by it. the remembrance 
of Washington and of Wilkes, and of the 
difference between the two, and the sense 
of the contrast between both and a vestry 
agitator, wat too strong for common sense 
or kindliness. 

We heard a very good-natured man re- 
mark on the catastrophe, "natural for 
such a name to die of a public meeting, 
and probably except among those who 
knew bim there was not one who could 
quite escape the sense of incongruity be 
tween the horror of the event and the 
effect of the sufferer s name, and all 
congruity is grotesque. Byron Brown 
may be a most respectable man, but so 
body will ever believe in his verses, and 
Demosthenes Jones had better follow any 
trade than that of a public speaker. The 
mothers may rest assured that of all the 
mistakes they can saake, that of giving 
their babies names which suggest to all 
men distinct association*, calling their 
boys Cracchus, or their daughter! Semira 
■is, is the very worst. There is 
son for the growing dislike to the twelve 
or fifteen names once called distinctively 
Christian, probably because they have n 
relation whatever to Christianity — for 
the use of a name is to insure distinctive- 
ness, and when whole clans are named 
Henry, distinctiveness is not attained 
But if they want a new list let them shun 
the conquerors, and poets, and 
and agitators, and ancient ' Hebrews, 
and either employ a surname — the use of 
the mother s surname as the eldest son s 
praenomen is a blameless and useful cue 
torn, and very " aristocratic"— or revert to 
the oldSaxon reservoir now so liberally 
drawn upon for girls, but still neglected 
for boys'
